Gavarni is dead. Whatever superficial con- 
temporaries may think (they are prone to under- 
rate genius which conveys its teachings in smiles, 
forgetting Horace is as immortal as Homer), poster- 
ity will respect Gavarni as one of the great geniuses 
ofthe 19th century. As a writer, he is unequalled 
in his way, and this way is not distant from La 
Rochefoucauld. The legends of Gavarni’s pictures 
are the composition of a consummate master of the 
pen. Here are examples: “ A parchment, a sword, 
a bubble; the nobility of day before yesterday, of 
yesterday, of to-day.” “ You lie, child, for glut- 
tony ; you lie, young man, for love ; you lie, man, 
for pride; you lie, graybeard, for hypocrisy—lying 
and stupid race! As if one could procure neither 
apples, women, and fame in this world nor rest 
in the next without deceiving one’s neighbor!” 
Would you have authority to confirm my asser- 
tion? M. Sainte-Beuve has declared him to be an 
incomparable writer. Guillaume Sulpica Cheva- 
lier was born in Paris, in 1802. But Burgundy 
claims him for one of her children, as both his 
parents were of that province, and only recently 
established in Paris when he was born. He was 
educated to embrace at pleasure the profession of 
architecture or civil engineering. He selected the 
Jatter, and in his 20th year was appointed to a 
surveyor’s place, in the Land Valuation Office. 
Tarbes was assigned him as his residence. The 
picturesque scenes around him, and the. gaudy 
costumes of those frontier counties challenged his 
pencil during the idle hours of office.

viduals. 20,000 copies of the first edition were 
sold four days after the book appeared ; the third 
edition has already been issued ; it is larger than 
its predecessors, and more personal. The persons 
attacked reply with great vehemence, and M, 
Veuillot is particularly happy in his replies. 

One cannot but admire the magnificent publi- 
cations which have issued, or are issuing, or are 
about to issue from the French press. Our pub- 
lishers know there is little pecuniary profit from 
these great works; they make the adventure for 
honor’s sake. Look at the noble collections of 
memoirs edited by Guizot, Petilot, Baudouin, 
Michaud and Poujoulat, Buchon, Panckoucke’s 
collection of the Latin classics, Gallia Christiana, 
the Acta Sanctorum, M. Paris’s edition of the Lite- 
rary History of France, Biographical Dictionaries 
Ducange’s and Stephens’s Dictionaries, and many 
another work whose like we have nothing to com- 
pare with. I sometimes wonder a noble pride 
does not incite our wealthiest publishers to bring 
out some work which will not prove pecuniarily 
profitable, but which will give their name immortal- 
ity. Why can they not bring out a great biographi- 
cal dictionary in 80 or 100 volumes, or collect all the 
standard memoirs relating to English history, or 
even relating to the history of the English Revolu- 
tion? These memoirs abound, but they cannot easily 
be collected unless one is very wealthy. I was led 
to these reflections by the efforts which J. Car-

NOTES ON BOOKS AND BOOKSELLERS, 

Tur Diamonp Dickens.—This enterprise has been 
inaugurated by Messrs. Ticknor & Fields, with the 
pifblication of the “Pickwick Papers,” the first 
volume of the series. This was issued on the 26th 
of January, and has made a most favorable im- 
pression. The type is clear, and is easy reading 
even to eyes not comparatively strong, while the 
size of the volume is such as to make it conve- 
nient and portable. The edition is to be issued in 
two forms, illustrated and plain. The illustrations, 
sixteen in number, are very happy conceptions of 
the time-honored characters in “ Pickwick.” They 
exemplify well the originality and power of depict- 
ing character possessed by Mr. Eytinge, the artist. 
The “ Diamond” series which Messrs. Ticknor & 
Fields have thus begun with Tennyson and 
Dickens, bids fair to be a success, as was their 
“Blue and Gold” series, commenced ten years 
since. Both series were begun by the publication 
of Tennyson’s poems. 


T. B. Peterson & Brornenrs, of this city, publish, 
February 1, a new national edition of Charles 
Dickens’ Works, in seven large octavo volumes, 
bound in cloth, for the low price of $20. This will 
probably be the cheapest edition of the works of 
Charles Dickens published in the world, all his 
writings being contained in seven large octavo 
volumes, with a portrait and other illustrations, 
and making nearly six thousand very large double- 
columned pages.

GeRMAN LITERATURE IN 1566.—The London “Re- 
view” says: “The statement that the literary 
activity of Germany has, during the past year, re- 
ceived a great check, will, we presume, not require 
a long explanation. The whole of Germany was 
deeply agitated—more deeply, perhaps, than it has 
ever been since the disastrous times of the Thirty 
Years’ War. Our readers must, nevertheless, not 
imagine that the number of publications was con- 
siderably smaller than in preceding years. Some- 
how or other, the ‘ Vierteljahrs-Catalog’ always 
swells to about its usual size, just as the columns 
of the daily newspapers are always filled up, 
whether there be any news or not. There were 


also published last year many works of great literary | 


value in Germany ; but for the most part they give 
the impression of being ‘isolated’ publications, and 
they cannot be easily grouped together as represent- 
ing any systems or schools. The want of unity 
was, however, in one branch, at least, not percepti- 
ble. We mean the political department of German 
literature. In purely literary matters there was no 
active co-operation among the writers of Germany ; 
but with regard to politics the parties were strictly 
defined, and this circumstance impressed upon all 
works bearing in any way on the reorganization of 
Germany a certain characteristic stamp. This re- 
markable fact followed in natural development the 
manifest yearning in Germany for union and free- 
dom, a feeling which runs through nearly the whole 
current literature of all the German States. In the 
course of last year, this feeling assumed a tangible 
form, and it is only natural that the consequences 
should be traceable in the recent literary produc- 
tions of Germany.”

The 
grand total is 1,652 in 1863, and 1,836 volumes in 
the following year. In the essays of the Russian 
critic Druzhenin, which are now being reprinted 
in a collected form, like those of Jeffrey and Ma- 
caulay, the fifth volume contains articles on Currer 
Bell’s “ Villette,” on Thackeray’s “ Newcomes,” on 
Wilkie Collins’s “‘ No Name,” on Lawrence’s “ Bar- 
ren Honor,” on Trollope’s “‘ Orley Farm,” on George 
Eliot’s “ Romola,’”’ on Dr. Russell, the “ Times’” 
correspondent, and a host of other subjects of 
English interest.
